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Monday night's meeting on 
parking meters was full of hints 
for people who live and work in 
downtown Antioch. 

For example, it might not be 
too long before someone comes 
outside and finds that his car 
has been towed away., 

Violators of parking regula- 
tions also can expect to find 
more tickets on their windows. 
And they may soon be paying 
stiffer fines. 

The meeting at the village 
hall attracted the mayor, five of 
the six trustees, the chief of 
police, representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and a 
few others. 

"WE FEEL meter parking 
should be retained and en- 
forced," said Jack Siegmeier, 
president of the Chamber. 

"Those meters presently not 
working should be fixed/' he 
added. "Perhaps for a trial 
2-hour, non-meter parking zone, 
the meter heads could be 
removed on Broadway St. and 
used to fix those not working on 
Lake and Main streets ... with 
two-hour parking posted on 
Broadway." 

Siegmeier said that, "to 
effectively enforce parking re-_ 
strict ions, we feel that a 
policeman should be on duty 
downtown at all times during 
shopping hours. He could not 
only check meter -and lot 
parking no less than every two 
hours, beginning no later than 
10 a.m., but could also patrol a 
regular beat downtown." 

"THE FINE for parking 
violations should be increased 
to $2," Siegmeier said. "If not 
paid within 48 hours, the fine 
should be increased to $5. Those 
fines not paid should be 
followed-up through the mail. 

"Stronger ordinances must be 
passed by the village to strictly 
enforce parking policies and 
tow-away, if t necessary," he 
added; *«„,' 

Siegmeier said the Chamber 
will work with the village and 
police department in enforcing 



the use of employee parking 
lots. 

"Through continued co- 
operation among the village, 
police department and Cham- 
ber of Commerce, we can solve 



the parking dilemma," he 
concluded.

EPA Loused Up 
Auto Industry

According to legislative Inten- 
tions, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency was created to 
promote cleaner air and water 
and to protect the environmen- 
tal Protection Agency was 
created. to promote cleaner air 
and water and to protect the 
environment in all feasible and 
reasonable ways. 

It was not set up for the 

purpose of telling the American 

people what they could or could 

-iioNlii according to the agency's 

self-made standards. 

Nor was EP A , with or without 
the help of Ralph Nader, 
created to build automobiles. 
Nonetheless, for years EPA has 
been around with its "made-in- 
Washington" blueprints for the 
carmakers in Detroit. 



WHEN THEY met resistance, 
the regulators finally rested 
their case on an attempt to force 
U.S. • automakers to adopt 
"catalytic converters" for all 
new cars, on EPA's assurance 
that this was the way to reduce 
exhaust emissions. 

Detroit finally got tired of the 
argument and equipped about 
85 percent of the 1975 cars with 
the controversial converters 
which, incidentally, raised the 
price of a car by approximately 
$320. 

Skeptics who pointed to flaws 
in the new device were quickly 
overridden because of the 




"heat" from Washington and 
because EPA officials were far 
from receptive to criticism of 
any kind. 

THEY INSISTED that the 
catalytic converters had to be 
"standard equipment" on all 
1975 automobiles, Detroit went 
ahead when even their pleas for 
slowing down the schedule were 
rejected. f$ 

The environmentalists had 
the power in this instance and 
they used it all. They over- 
powered not only the automo- 
bile industry, but also inde- 
pendent authorities such as the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
which also warned against 
rushing full speed ahead on the 
converter program. 

But EPA won -jind then the 
fun began. All the problems 
predicted by the skeptics devel- 
oped, as well as some problems 
they hadn't even thought of. It 
almost seemed as though the 
converter had been waiting to 
be installed in a car just to show 
how much trouble it could really 
cause. 

THE CARMAKERS who met 
EPA's deadline soon learned 
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that leaded gasolines damage 
the converter's mechanism. 
They also learned - and this was 
the clincher - that the convert- 
ers emitted sulphate mists, 
which are; potentially more 
harmful to human health than 

m 

the exhaust emissions they 
were supposed to prevent. 

- Only now, as this is written, 
have the EPA; bureaucrats 
admitted that they bought a 
"lemon" when they began 
promoting the converter as a 
prime antipollution device. 

Russell Train, director of the 
EPA, didn't say it that way 
(bureaucrats never admit cost- 
ly errors); rather, he an- 
nounced that EPA was relaxing 
and revising its emission stand- 
ards, so the converters won't be 
needed on 1976 model cars. Not 
a word was said about the 
sulfuric acid emissions pro- 
duced by the converters that 

-made wide-scale use too dan- 
gerous even to contemplate. ' 

There is no way to estimate 
the cost of this goof-up on the 
part of the EPA. regulators. 
Some people figure it runs into 
.billions' of dollars. But one thing. 

. is absolutely certain - the cost to 
the depressed automobile in- 
dustry. has been' troublesome 
and heavy. 

THIS IS one of the latest and 
perhaps one of the most telling 
examples of the way Uncle 
Same can louse up an entire 
industry with its Big-Brother- 
knows-best approach to solving 
the nation's problems. 

The EPA's obsession with the 
installation of catalytic con- 
verters should serve as a 
warning to Congress to act 
cautiously toward any other 
such proposed measures that 
could create even more bureau- 
cratic monstrosities. 

We have enough economic 
problems at present. What we 
.don't need is another bureau- 
cracy like the EPA, which has 
an affinity for stupid decisions 
that cost the taxpayers hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars.
